PRESERVE SECRECY

News of Russian Movements 
in the Present Campaign 
Reach Japanese Quicker 


Than the Press Could Pos- 
sible Convey It to Them.

The severe treatment of newspaper cor- 
respondents by both governments in the 
present war between Russia and Japan has, 
owing to the paucity of news from un- 
prejudiced sources ana complaints made 
by correspondents returning in disgust from 
the scene of operations, become generally 
known, and has been made the subject of 
considerable comment. 


One result of this comment is discussion | 


of the status of the war correspondent, and 
the opinion is frequently expressed in high 
quarters that his career is practically end- 
ed, and that, in future wars, he may be 
entirely eliminated. 

If the world, as many students of inter- 
naiionai affairs believe, is entering upon a 
cyc.e of wars destined to construct a new 
political geography, and, perhape, obliterate 
the national existence of whole peoples, 
the questions involved in the application of 
a military censorship of the press in time 
of war hecome of great importance and de- 
serve serious consideration. After a pertod 
Of unprecedented and constantly s#idening 
liberty, the press finds military force again 
faising a tarrier to its labor in certain 
fielda, and that force, apparently backed, 
or, at least, passively acquiesced in, by 
enough of public opinion in civilized coun- 
tries to apparently justify its application. 
The press itself not only shows no dispoai- 
tion to a united and determined resistance 
to this restraint, but many influential jour- 
nals have editorially defended military cen-

S OF THE CENSOR. 

That circumatances arise in war when a2 
government or commanding general {s jus- 
tified in taking steps to prevent certain in- 
formation form reaching the enemy I ad- 
mit. That the proscription usually issued 
to censors and correspondents for the tn- 
struction of the former and the guidance 
of the latter keep pretty well within the 
bounds of propriety, I do not deny. If mili- 
tary censors limited their censorship to 
the restrictions imposed by a reasonable 
Interpretation of these instructions, there 
would be little just ground for complaint. 

But they do not so limit the censorship. 
These instructions are the excuse for sup- 
preasion of legitimate news, alteration of 
dispatches with purpose to obscure or at- 
together destroy their meaning, and sense- 
less mutilation of reports, varying through 
every degree of absurdity and affected b; 
Stich chances as the whim or the personal 
feeling of the censor toward a particular 
correspondent.

After learning prize-fighting and fencing 
in France, Father Schell became an Amer- 
ican priest in the Catholic Church and went 
to the far West by cholce. He took a 
parish tn Tillamook County, Oregon, be- 
cause he found the resources undeveloped. 
Here he discovered that the railroads were 
obtaining possession of practically all the 
timber by entering claims to {it through 
spurious settlers. He secured an abundance 
of evidence, then went to the governor of 
Oregon, who larghed at him. Then he pre- 
his evidence to department of the 
interior officials, who ignored him. He 
then called on Secretary Hitchcock and still 
there were no results. Then he went to 
President Roosevelt himself and taid the 
case before the President. The latter at 
once spoke for an investigation, Secretary 
Hitchcock sent 40 inspectors into the field, 
and wholesale tndictments and the expos- 
ure of frauds resulted. 

In this case, Father Schell ts proceeding 
in much the same manner. When he came 
to Homer, he found graft thriving in three 
notorious forms. The most common of 
these is boot-.egging.

Wefs. Said Mrs. Cornelia Stewart HRubin- 
eon, a society economist: 

“There is no doubt that we have 
' to extremes in divorce. But, I think 
will deny that divorce (even with 
abuse of it) is much preferab‘e to the 
timuance of marriage when congeniality 
has ceased and wretchedness only remains. 
' Jt is a distinct threat to the sanctity of 
home. Marriage is after al] our one stand-, 
ard of morality. To refuse it to !one 
however guilty is to drive him or her into 
i the crime that divorce has publicly con- 
demned. Remarriage in such a case, might 
be a saving clement. 

“While I do not believe that the religious 
spirit of today is any less than it used to 
be, the idea of looking to the church as 
the only authority in the matrimonial re- 
lation or contract is an exploded one. In 
the last analysis the law. and the law 
onty, can regulate it. Theoretically, mar- 
rlages are made in heaven, but here on 
earth we have some very faulty interpreta- 
tion of the divine intent. And, though di- 
vorce in its present form may be the loop- 
hole by which the weak or the wicked es- 
cape thelr responsibilities and the penalties 
of their misdeeds, the tightening of the 
rein would only make the Innocent suffer 
with the guilty.” 

' Said Miss Helen Varick Boswell, a prom- 
inent Republican political leader: 

“Every man and woman must be 2 law 
unto himself. Nelther church nor state 
may decide the mora! obligation. Neither 
a divorce nor the lack of it can heal the 
spirit.

Hurlbut was 
8t years old. He could neither read nor 
write, but amassed a fortune estimated 
at $100,000 through shrewd Yankee trading. 
Fiurlbut was well known to thousands 
of summer visitors in Pittsfield. He walked 
ebout the business in old and 
ragged clothing. and in appearance might 
have been taken for a farmer from a rural 
Berkshire town. 
He was a sailor

admitted killing 12 persons in one fight 
with a knife. Ho said he preferred a 
Sharp knife to a revolver in an ajJterca- 
tion, He made thousands of dol.ars ssl)- 
ing ties 60 years ago from the Berkshire 
hil.s to the Western Railroad, now the 
Boston and Albany. 

No David Harurn was more shrewd in 
a horse trade a real estate deal than 
Hurlbut.

He owned practicully all the shoe of 
Pontoosuc Lake.

ROME, Oct. 15.~—The political situation 
in Italy, in view of the general elections, 
set for Nov. 6, is such as to cause serious 
alarm both at the Vatican and at the 
| QOuirinal. 

The sucialistic movement has made enor- 
mous Strides in the last few vears among 
all classes. While it has for its. apparent 
purpose the bettering of the conditions of 
the working people, in reality it threatens 
the very foundation of monarchical Ineti- 
tutions and the existing order of things. 

This year, since the dissolving of Par- 
HMament and the setting of the date for 
the general elections. all the extreme par- 
ties have coma together. The Socialists 
have united with the Republicans and an- 
archisis to get a majority itn Parilament, 
with prospects of success. 

Premier Gliolitt! !s moving all 
of encouragement to monarchical 
dates, and, to preserve order, has called 
out the militia reserves, which will not 
only help to repress all violations of law. 
but, under gentle pressure, will contribute 
many thousand votes to the monarchical 
cause, 

Fearing, however, the enormous major- 
ity of sociaitsts among the voters, the 
government has entered into a secret un- 
derstanding with the Vatican by which 
some Catholics of monarchical proclivities 
wlll be allowed to run for Parliament in 
Gistricts where religious lines wlll form 
the principal issues of the campaign. 


The present aim of the Soctlalista and 
Extremists is to overthrow the existing 
cabinet and suvst'itute a Soclalistic mintis- 
try through a majority in Parliament, 
which could obstruct all leg-slation.

the government would lessen tre value of 
such securities and rob thousands of their 
incomes.

ESOPUS, N. Y., Oct. 15.—Judge Parker 
clearly define jis position with reference 
to the Philippines today in a speech that 
is the best doaument he has issued. 

Although contrary to his usual custom, 
Judgs Parker made the speech to a visiting 
deiegation of fou¥teen representing the In- 
dependent Parker clubs of the east, and 
about 75 members of the Avon Beach regu- 
lar Democratic club of Bath Beach. The 
two delegations arrived on the same train 
and walked over to Rosemount, Judge Par- 
ker’s home, from the railroad etation. It 
was not until today that Judge Parker 
definitely determined to make a speech. 
It came as a distinct surprise to both dele- 
gations. They had not expected such an 
honor would be shown them, and when 
they learned Judge Parker intended mak- 
ing a sfeech great interest was minifested. 

Everett P. Wheeler and Col. Charles R. 
Codman of Washington, D. C., headed the 
visiting delegation from the Parker clubs. 
They were shown into Judge Parker's l- 
brary, and after a few minutes talk Judge 
Parker asked ail to take seats on the ve- 
randa and lawn. 

When Judge Parker appeared he was 
applauded for fully a minute. He carried 
in his band several pages of manuscript, 
but it was generally supposed this was 
merely a stereotyped reply to the addresses 
to be made by the delegations. 


Why Independents 


Are for Parker. 

As he stepped out on the veranda Col. 
Codman rose and made the opening speech 
for the Parker clubs. He explained to 
Judge Parker why the delegation had called 
and said that conditions in the Philippine 
Islands were a disgrace ts American civi- 
lization. He said: 

The lenst reparation that can be made 
to the Philippines its to gire them that 
independence of which they Whould never 
have been deprived. Believing that you 
are in sympathy with these opinions, we 
are prepared to advocate your election to 
the presidency. We believe that you favor 
aha to the Philippine people the same 
ndependence to which Cuba was d6clared 
by Congresa to be of right entitled, and 
we also believe that you are ange er to 
gre them an {mmediate promise that so 
ar as it is in your power should you 
be elected president, that Independence 
shall be secure to them without delay. 

Judge Parker listened with the closest at- 
tention. He never permitted his eyes to 
wander an instant from thé speaker, who 
was several times applauded. 

Prof. Hardin followed with a chapter in 
the early diplomatic history of the United 
States, together with a review of the 
Speeches in Congress on the Philippines 
question and their bearing upon the vari- 
ous treaties respecting the Islands, Liscuss. 
ing the failure of this government to give 
to the Filipinos their freedom under a 
United States protectorate, Prof. Hardin 
said: 

A eat opportunity was thns lost 
Republican party—an opportunity to wy the 
benefit both on the Filipinos themselves and 
upon this country.

Judge Parker began his speech tmmedi- 
ately on the conclusion of that of Prof.

He referred fre- 
quently to his manuscript, but appeared to 
know exactly what he wanted to say and 
to be able to say it. His speech was not 
long, but was frequently applauded. It was 
devoted entirely to a discussion of the Phil- 
ippine questions.

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Woman Who Confesses Forging 
Check an@ Who Jumped $2000 
Bond Is Prisoner at Four Courts, 
While Mother Works for Release. 


WOMAN AIDED IN BRINGING 
HER HERE FROM CALIFORNIA 


Charge Grew Out of Transactions Re- 
lating to Pike Concession, and Offi- 
cers of Law Were Repeatedly Baf- 
fled in Search for Her. 


Hlopeful that by tomorrow morning her 
mother and friends will succeed in their 
efforts to secure bond tn the sum of $5000 
for -her release, Mrs. Addison Langdon, 
former society leader of Quincy, Il, who 
confesses that she forged a check for $500 
in order to pay some pressing debts and 
get $100 with which she expected to get a 
World's Fair concession, is spending Sun- 
dav in jail. 

The jail was a relief to her. Almost two 
months ago she ran away from S8t. Louls 
to escape trial on the forgery charge, jump- 
ing the bond of $1500 which had been given 
for her appearance. She went to Chicaga 
Three days later she left there with her 
7-year-old daughter—the only one of her 
children who was unmarried—with officers 
in pursuit, and fied to San Diego, Cal., 
where @ married daughter, Mrs. Edward 
Randall, livese There, though she tried to 
believe she was safe, the fear of pursuit 
still haunted her. It was not a groundless 
fear; for a week ago a St. Louis detective, 
who had learned of her refuge and had 
traveled across prairies and mountains and 
valleys for 2000 miles to bring her back, 
arrested her and told her to prepare for 
the return journey. 

It was the work of a week to make the 
journey+a week during which she was 
never out of the sight of the detective or 
his wife, who had accompanied her husband 
that she might watch with him and for 
him, and give the prisoner no moment in 
which to seize an opportunity to escapa, 

It was a week full of delays and wor- 
ries—washoutsof the railroad tracks, poor 
train connections, long days journeys 
through alkali deserts with white alkali 
dust filling the hot air and sifting fn at 
the car windows—and through ft all the 
gnawing knowledge that watchful eyes 
were upon her. 


Says Need Caused 
Her to Break Law. 


When the journey was ended there was 
the tragedy of meeting the gray-haired 
mother who had haunted the Four Courts 
since the day of the arrest in California~— 
the anguish of parting from her daughter— 
the stern decree of the court that the bond 
of $2000 which she had forfeited mut be 


ment of failure in her efforts to secure 
this bond—the order that she be impris- 
oned—the clang of the jali door—-the melan- 
choly echoes of the shifting tread of 300 
fellow prisoners upon the stone floor of 
the ‘“‘bull ring’’—the harsh grating of the 
jailer’s kéy in the lock as the door of her 
cell closed upon ier. 

But with it all there was the knowledge 
—and {it brought some degree of relief— 
that the pursuit of two months was ended; 
that she was no longer a fugitive, Iving 
under a false name. 

Mrs. Langdon confesses that she forged 
the check, as sho ts charged with doing. 
She says that she was pressed by a debtor, 
harassed by the need of money for the 
concession which she hoped to get, kept 
out of money which she Says had been 
earned by her and was promised to her, 
and confident that before the forged check 
which she gave could be presented for 
payment she would have secured the money 
with which to take it up and prevent ex- 
posure. ' 

“Great physical suffering has made me 
ny to aitacks of mental] aberration,’ 
she clares. “As I look back at ft all 
now I feel that I must have been suffer 
ing from one of these attacks when I com- 
mitted the forgery.”’ 

Mrs. Langdon looks out of place in the 
jail. She fs a woman of breeding and in- 
telligence. She fs not handsome; she is 
not of striking appearance. She is 43 years 
old, rather under medium height, stout, 
and matronly In manner and looks. Her 
dress is plain—a black skirt, a white waist 
with lace yoke, a round, black hat plainly 
trimmed. She wears no jewels and no 
rings; those which she had have gone to 
pay dobts, secure bomisgmen and pay trav- 
eling expenses. Not even a wedding ring 
is on her finger. Her face ts fair, her feat- 
ures large. She wears no glasses. Her 
hair is dark, and has traces of gray. Her 
eyes are large and intelligent, and, though 
they fll with tears, look her questioner 
squarely In the face and do not falter. 


Mother Pledged 


Jewels for Her. 

“] am very much alone [n the world 
now,.”’ she says. “My husband is in Chica- 
go; nine of the 12 children who have been 


born to me are dead; two of my three liv- 
ing daughters are married. My mother 


alone fa here to help me, and she ifs doing 
all that she can do. 

“My stepfather, Mr. Blakeslee, my 
mother’s second husband, left a consider- 
able fortune when he died. We-—my hus- 
band, my children and myself—have run 
through it; there fs nothing left. My mother 
has pledged her jewelry to help me; I 
pledged my plano with her jewels to se- 
eure the bondsman when I was first ar- 
rested.

SIX DAYS FULL OF VICTORIES 
FOR THE JAPANESE, SAYS OYAMA 


TOKIO, Oct. 15, 8 p. m.—Lengthy reports 
from the field, received today and pub- 
lished this evéning are as follows: 

“From Monday to Friday the result of 
the continuous fighting has been favorable 
in every direction, while the enemy's 
strength was always superfor. Not only 
wae the enemy defeated, but he was vig- 
orously pursued by us, our forces pressing 
him against the left bank of the Hun river 


and infilcting upon him heavy loss. 


The guns captured number over thirty 
and the prisoners taken number several 


hundred, 
“Thus the object of the enemy has been 


completely frustrated and his offcnsive 


/movement has ended in final, failure, 


“The corpses left by the enemy at dif- 
ferent points are too numerous to be easily 


counted. 

“fhe enemy's losses cannot be easily 
ascertained, owing to the continuance of 
the fighting, but they must exceed 30,900. 

“The trophies, besides the guns, include 
an enormous quantity of ammunition, wag- 
ons and rifies. These are still uncounted, 
The Russian corpees left on the field be- 
tween Monday and Thursday and buried 
by us exceeded 2000 in number. The bodies 
left after the fighting of Friday are very 
numerous. 

“Our casualties Tuesday and. Wednes- 
day were 15 officers killed, 4 wounded, and 
1260 men killéd and wounded. The enemy 
defeated by thé Sien Chuang garrison Mon- 
day appears to have halted at Pintien- 
shan.

Justified in Killing Jerome O’Shea, 
Irresponsible Intruder, Whose Con- 
duct Caused Him to Be Taken for 
Burglar. 


WOMAN SAYS HE TRIED TO 
SMOTHER HER WITH HOP BAG 


Corset Worn Under His Vest Kept 
Police Theorists Busy for Several 
Hours Until They Learned Man 
Was Recently in Asylum. 


The remarkable case in which a man 
peculiarly gurettl “was shot by William 
Hogan after a desperate fight in the board- 
ing house at 1500 Poplar street at 1:50 
o'clock yesterday morning, is set down by 
the police aS the justifiable killing of an 
unfortunate and irresponsible insane man 
a burglar. 

The man who was killed and who was 
supposed at the time to be a burglar who 
*hhead made an effort to smother Mrs. 
Carrie Balser while she slept, was identi- 
fied, as told in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
as Jerome O’Shea, a dAischarged patient 
of the Insane Asylum, who, since his re- 
lease from that institution, Sept, 14, had 
been working as a waiter at a downtown 
restaurant. 

Hogan, who says he hurried to the 
gcene of the struggle between O'Shea and 
the men who had come to Mrs. Balser’s 
fescue, and fired the bullet which entered 
U'Shea'’s brain when he saw that O'Shea 
Was overpowering the men whom he was 
fighting, was inconsolable after he realized 
that he had taken a human life. He wept 
continuously after being taken to prison, 
and showed himself completely unnerved. 
At 2:4 o'clock yesterday afternoon he was 
released on a common law bond for $1500, 
signed by J. E. Morische, a grocer at 2001 
Cass avenue. 

O’Shea’s body is still at the morgue. The 
inquest will be held tomorrow, it*is ex- 
pected. 

The case presents many remarkable fea- 
tures. O'Shea, when he was killed, wore 
a jacket of corduroy. and duck, a coat of 
blue cloth, a vest, a false shirt front, a 
woman's corset, pink in color and with a 
coarse covering of canvas, a neglige shirt 
and blue trousers. 

Beside his body after he had been shot 
was found a revolver with which it is 
gaid he was trying to shoot the men with 
whom he was struggling when he was 
shot by Hogan. 

Mrs. Balser declares that when she 
awoke and found O'Shea beside her bed he 
was trying to smother her with a sack 
Miled with hops, which she had hung in 
a closet a few days before. Mrs. Balser's 


husband, John Balser, says O'Shea strug- 


gied desperately when, aroused by Mrs. 
Balser, he eprang’ from bed and grappled 
with him. Burl Allen and Daniel Allen, 
two brothers of Mrs. Allen, who hurried 
to Balser's assistance when they heard 
Mrs. Balser’s cries for help, say the man 
fought them like a demon for seven min- 
utes. Hogan, who hurried from his room 
on the third floor, revolver in hand, when 
he had finally been awakened by Mrs. Bal- 
ger. says O’Shea had broken away from 


. the men and drawn a revolver as he came 


- halted him. 


upon the scene. Hogan says he thought 
his friends were in danger of being mur- 
dered by a burglar, and fired to protect 
them. 


Searched Shortly 


Before Encounter.

Shea was attracted by 
OBhea's peculiar action in Walking into 
the engine house and toward the rear of the 
buliding without asking permission, and 
He offered no resistance to 
being searched, and Shea found on him

Why Didn’t We 
Subjugate Cuba? 


“We cou.d have uouated to Spain a num- 
ber of mill.ous and annexed Cuba wiih 
cyua]l Justice and less susp.cion of imbe- 
Cluily than we dispayed m acyuiring the 
Philipp.nes. But we have done our uuly 
to Cuuoa. We have .ett her to work vut 
her own salvauoiu—to take her piace in the 
march of civilized nations. 

“Shall we forbid the Filipinos to hope 
for ludependeice? Shall we prevent ther 
building up their own civLization and try 
to furge ours upon them? Civilization is a 
growth, not a d.sguise, every race must 
work out its clvilizaiion in its own way. 


“Our duty to the Fillpinos demands a 
promise of independence. But if vur 
own interests demands that we be relieved | 
of the Filipinos just as soon as they are 
reasonable prepared for self-govrnmit. A 
colony holding nation ts ver subject to ex- 
pensive wars with other nations and with 
Its colonies. This necessitates strong gar- 
risons and powerful! navies and draws heav- 
ily upon the treasury. And history records# 
no instance of a nation receiving from her 
colonies anything like an adequate reti'rn 
for the blood and treasure spent. Eng- 
land's national debt was doubled by the 
revolt of the 13 colonies {t had cost her 
much to secure, 

“The American expansion!sts, following 
the Kuropean argument, allege that annex- 
ation of the Philippines must promote prog- 
ress, foster commerce and industry and tn- 
troduce the leaven of civilization into a 
backward and inferior race. The evidence 
of eatety is to the contrary. Certainly tho 
claim will not be made that we can ever 

et back the money that has been taken 
rom the pockets of our taxpayers and 
wasted on the Philippines. And it ts a like 
concern that but two classes of our people 
can hope to be benefited by holding the. 
Philippines, the class which is always hunt- 
ing for special government orsyeregen and 
the class which seeks to make of office-, 
holding a means of livelihood. The latter 
clase in the Philippines compromises some 
officials of whom a student of conditoins 
there recently sald: 

Of the character of many in office, too 
little cannot be said. At the best they 
have been inefticlent, at the worst dishon- 
est, cofrupt and despotic. Ihe Islands 
secin to bave succeeded im getting the 
very dregs of our peuple.

SCORE AGAINST SEWANEE

Effective Team Work and Snappy Form Gives Southerners 


Victory by Score of 16 


at World’s F air Stadium. 


Played off tts feet in the first half, but 
coming back tn the closing period with a 
strong brace, Washington University was 
beaten by Sewanee yesterday afternoon at 
the World's Fair Stadium by the score of 
16 to 0. 

The teams were almost evenly weighted, 
with possibly a shade in favor of the 
Southerners, and the score fairly indicates 
the comparative strength of the two elev- 
ens. Sewanee showed the better team- 
work and played with more dash and vim, 
getting the charge on the local team con- 
tinvally throughout the opening half. 

In the first half, when everything was 

g Sewanee-way, two touchdowns were 
scored by good hard football. The flerce- 
ness with which Washington played in the 
latter part of the game is evident from 
the fact that the visiting team was not 
able to get within the Myrtle and Maroon 
ten-yard line, and scored only when Schef- 
fer dropped a perfect field goal from the 
twenty-yard line. 

The game was the most flercely contested 
and most exciting contest played this 
year. Both teams were loyally supported 
from the grandstand by large bands of en- 
thusiastic rooters and there was oppor- 
tunity for every one to give vent to his 
feolings. 

Sewanee started he game with a rush, 
forcing Washington to punt soon after the 
kick-off, and then hammering at the Wash- 
ington line with the tackles-back tandem 
attack, varied with an occasional end-run 
or a cross-tackle buck. The ball was lost 
once on a fumble, but it was regained on 
downs almost Immediately. and Sewanee 
then marched steadily toward the Wash- 
ington goal line, with Boynton’s men stub- 
bornly but surely giving ground before the 
gpeedy charges of their opponents. A bril- 
liant twenty-yard run around left-end by 
Schaffer brought the ball within striking 
distance of the goal line, and Fowlkes 
finally went over after a series of straight

Hls work in run- 
ning back punts was excellent and his 
punting was the best seen in St. Louls for 
several seasons.

Of 
those the Americans drew 3,094,559 and the 
Nationals 2,774,701. 

The record-breaking attendance—61,%9— 
for a single day in one city, was made in 
New York on Labor Day, when 37,327 spec- 
tators saw the Giants and Bostons play 
two games at the Polo grounds and %,632 
attended the games between the High- 
landers and the Athletics at American 
League Park. 

For a single game New York also holds 
the recora. June ll at the Polo ounds, 
mesa, | to official figures, 38, ‘‘fans”’ 
saw the Gi 
biggest attendance for a week oey went to 
American League Park, when 084 spec- 
tators saw the Boston world’s champions 
win the deciding game in the pennant race 
from the Highlanders, Oct. 10. 

The @iants established a record in the 
National League race by winning 106 games 
in the season. They also made a notable 
effort to equal the 1884 record of the Provi- 
dence club, when the Grays won 20 straight 
games. The Giants came within two of 
this record, winning 18 games in a row. 

The American League race was a record 
breaker, inasmuch as the New York and 
Boston teams were never more than 12 
points apart during the last two months 
of the season. For many days only one 
point separated the Champions and the 
Highlanders.

The campaign in Missouri has taken the form the Post- 
Dispatch predicted when it warned the Republicans not 
to nominate a cubernatorial eandidate against Joseph W 
Folk, who embodied the moral revolution and the spirit 
of reform.in Missouri politics. The Post-Dispaich io.d 
the Republicans that opposition to the candidacy of a man 
like Folk, who had waged a vigorous fight on corruption 
end had earned the enmity of the corrupt men of all par- 
ties. would inevitably result in a practical] alliance be- 
tween the Republican party and the corruptionists. | 

The situation in the state fully justifies the warning and 
prediction. Opposing the candidacy of the aggressive 
boodle prosecutor who had made the boodle issue in the 
city and state the Republicans were forced to take the 
ground oecupied by the corrupt forces and to fight the 
battle of the rascals who feared and hated Folk. The 
Republican campaign degenerated into a tiride of abu-e 
directed at Mr. Folk. He has been denounced and ma 
ligned by Republican organs and orators to the entire 
satisfaction of the boodlers and lobbyists. It was in 
evitable that thus alienating the good people who heartily 
approve of Mr. Folk’s work and regard him as the cham- 
pion of reform the Republicans should find their best 
hope of support among the corrupt forces. 

The result has been the concentration of the bulk of 
the best elements in support of Mr. Folk and of the worst 
elements in support of Mr. Walbridge.

THE “STRAIGHT TICKET” COINCIDENCE. 
/ No advocate of the “straight Republican ticket” has so 
far denied the self-evident fact that but for the statute 
of limitations the Republican nominee for governor would 
be a subject for action by the grandjury because of his 
record as president of the City Council of St. Louis.

MR. CARNEGIE’S PEACE PROPOSALS. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s peace proposals are practical, 
but not without humor. 

In his letter to the Internatiopal Peace Congress he 
says: “Suppose that Britain, France, Germany and 
America, with such other minor states would cer- 
tainly join them, should unite, prepared, if defied, to en- 
force peaceful setiement, the first offender if there ever 
was one being vigorously dealt with, war would at one fell 
swoop be banished from the earth.” 

If such a league could be formed no doubt it would 
maintain peace by the menace of “one fell swoop.” But 
the “if’ is in the way. | ” 

Besides Mr. Carnegie’s proposals are wonderfully like 
Mr. Roosevelt’s plan to maintain order on the American 
continent. If the nations outside the league are decent. 
pay their debts and keep order in their own dominions 
they have nothing to fear from the grand alliance. Other- 
wise they will be thrashed into decency and peace. 

It doesn’t look exactly like the dove of peace. 

Although the congress applauded Mr. Carnegie’s letter 
it takes ground in favor of gradual disarmament and 
arbitration. This seems more rational. “The hair of the 
dog that bit him” is a favorite remedy in some quarters. 
but it is doubiful if it would be useful to bring about 
universal peace. 
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Frank Cannon’s charge that a deal with the Mormon: 
had been made to deliver the vote of Utah to Roosevelt 
must not be dismissed with a sneer. If the grand old 
party is flirting with the surviving twin relic the fact 
should be made known.

SOME CASES OF CONFESSED BRIBERY. 


Amounts Only as Confessed by Those Giving or Receiving the Bribes.

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These revelations have been so appalling as to be almost beyond belief and it will be years before the 
extent of the discoveries is fully realized——Grandjury Report, May 31, 1902. 


Charles F. Kelly, agent in lighting bill bribery...........se.. 


Charles F. Kelly, bribe received not to testify 
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Phe confessions of St. Louis “boodlers” have accumu- 
lated until they constitute a literature. 

The latest, that of Charles F. Kelley, made public on 
Oct. 4, is, from a literary standpoint, the masterpiece of 
what is now almost a library. Kelley is first contrite, 
the victim of a conscience long inactive, but at last quick- 
ened. Then he is sarcastic at the expense of the public, 
which he says is “stupid,” because, according to his ob- 
servation and experience, it does not know a faithful pub- 
lic servantefrom a corrupt one—as he then goes on to 
show that he was, methodically and systematically. 

“Hardly a bill passed the Municipal Assembly the last 
quarter of a century unless it was bought and paid for,” 
he says, 

Is this statement credible or incredible? Is Kelley to be 
believed when he thus sums up into a sentence the munici- 
pal legislation of a quarter of a century as controlled by 
a rule of corruption which made honest action on any 
measure the exception? 

As an expert in corruption, admitting his own corrup- 
tion in defining the system, Kelley discredits himse:f, o! 
course. But the statements he makes are repeated over 
and over by others, who have introduced their confessions, 
as he does his, with the statement that they seek relief 
“from the tortures of conscience.” 

“T have lived in St. Louis all my life and have many 
friends here,” said J. K. Murrell in his eonfession of Sept. 
8, 1902. “I have been honest heretofore in all matters 
and have done no man a wrong and have thought I would 
not take a dollar from any person unlawfully, but the 
practice of the combine in the Assembly in takirfg bribes 
was so frequent that I went along with the tide and 
did not realize tlhe enormity of the offense and my con 
science was seared in that regard.’ 

He stated further that he and his associates did not look 
upon what they did as a serious crime, “as it had gone on 
so long without interruption that it was not regarded 
by those who participated in it as morally wrong.” 

So, in his confession of Oct. 10, 1902, Frederick G. Uthoff 
yave the same witness of the extent and long standing of 
bribery as a business in politics—the business of politics. 

His confession is in part an attempt to justify himsel! 
and his method of doing so is one of the most curious) 
enlightening things in the whole literature of bribery. He 
was anxious to make it clear that a particular $25,000 
(as a corruption fund) he handled was not paid to him as 
a bribe, but was handled by him with what he looked on 
as scrupulous honesty. He had explained that he was 
drawing a reguiar salary in the Municipal Assemb!y as an 
agent there for a corporation interested in controlling 
legislation. Being on a salary as an agent, this money wa- 
given him to buy votes, but he economized it, and when 
it was not needed in that connection, returned it intact to 
his employers without keeping a cent of it himself. “It 
was not to bribe me,” he said earnestly. “Il never con- 
sidered that the money was for me personally and I never 
used the money for what it was not intended. I turned it 
back, every cent of it.” 

This was Uthoff’s idea of carrying on the busiress of 
bribery with perfect honesty. On this point of the extent 
of the business system and of the of morals on 
which it was conducted, Kelley and Uthoff are in perfec’ 
agreement. “We went about it in a business-like way,” 
Kelley says, “and had combine meetings at stated times 


code 


and fixed the bribe prices which we were to receive for our 
votes by a majority vote of the committee. Then we would 
select one of the combine in whose honesty we had con- 
fidence to go out and get the money.” 

In his letter of March 19, 1902, written to Daniel J. 
Kelley, agent of the Banking Powder Trust, John A. Lee, 
at that time lieutenant-governor of the state, takes ex- 
actly this same view of bribery as the business of poli 
tics. “I like you,” he wrote to Kelley: “You are a 
jolly good fellow and have been kind to me, socially and 
otherwise, but business ts business and must be awarde.! 
to those who contro! the situation.” 

The confessions of Busche and Schweikardt, i!luetrating 
methods of dealing in legislation at Jefferson City, are 
almost exactly similar. “| took money right and left, and 


after awhile thought nothing more of it than I would of 
drawing my $5 a day from the state,” Busche said. “1 
guess that during the time I served in the Assembly | 
reccived about $15,000 in bribes.” 

During his trial at Columbia, Edward Butler was aske! 
a very searching question by the circuit attorney: “lI 
will ask you, Mr. Butler, whether your yeneral business 
‘s not that of putting ordinances through the Municipal] 


Sgsembly? In other words, is not your general business» 


bribery ?” 

In spite of the objection of his counsel, Butler ins'sted on 
vindicating himself by this answer: “I can say emphat- 
ically, no sir, unless 1 was interested myself and uniess 
| was held up! I have done just as any other man would 
do to trv and take care of his money.” 

This defense is in the line of the testimony of confession 
that bribery was a business, to be practiced as a busines: 
matter and “carried on horestly” by men d-awirg sal 
aries to distribute. the bribes, or else to be practiced in 
furthering business interests, the briber then “doing just 
as any other man would do,” m his own opinion. 

If such cumulative testimony of the universality of brib 
ery is still to be questioned becanse it comes from “bood 
lers” who give it under what they understand to be the 
operations of conscience, it is borne out and carried far 
beyond its own scope by the studied utterances of St. 
Louis business men, summing up the testimony they had 
considered as members of various grandjuries which have 
investigated the sale of franchises and other incidents of

They say, and their statements were borne out in ever) 
respect by the testimony at the trials of various “bood 
lers,” that bribery has long been a system, “appalling” in 
its extent, almost incredible in the magnitude of the in. 
terests involved, in its long and continuous boldness, in 
the utter lack of conscience shown by all concerned, men 
of wealth and standing as well as by smal! politicians. 
They assert that legislation for years has been contro! led 
in St. Louis almost wholly by bribery, that men guilty of 
it are intrenched behind an enormous power of money and 
influence and that, hampered as grandjuries have been by 
the statute of limitations, they can only express thejr re- 
gret at the impossibility of bringing to justice men who 
have profited enormously by the barter of leg slation, 
making profit by the ten thousand and the hundred thou- 
sand on franchise bills and other legislation for every 
thousand they invested through bribery as 8 business 
method. 

The language of the confession of the bribe taker seems 
weak when it is compared with the measured sentences of 
erandjuries summing up in their reports the evidence they 
nad heard. 

In their report of April 5, 1902, to Judge Ryan, the 
grandjury defines the businers of bribery in St. Louis 
politics as “a far-reaching and systematic scheme of cor- 
ruption,” which they say has been “carried on for years” 
in the sale of municipal legislation. 

“So long has this practice existed,” the grandjury con- 

tinues, “and that, too, without interruption or hindrance, 
that such members have come to regard the receipt of 
money for action on pending legislation as a legitimate 
perquisite of the legislator. © * °® Thus for years has 
this city been the prey of corrupt legislators, franchise 
grabbers and fraudulent combines. By reason of these ab 
normal conditions, a new profession has been evolved— 
that of legislative agent. This agent, for a fee, acts as the 
vo-between in the price to be paid for the desired legisla- 
tion by corporations seeking franchises, and it is his 
further duty to receive from the corporations and to gay 
over to the individua] member the price agreed upon for 
his vote. These go-betweens have waxed fat and wealthy 
out of the debauchery of public officials by reason of the 
corrupting and alarming conditions that have prevailed. 
The evidence shows us that there are in this city men of 
seeming great respectability, directors in large corpora- 
tions and prominent in business and social circles, who 
have not hesitated to put up money for the purpose of 
bribing through the Assembly measures in which they 
were interested. THE CORRUP™IONISTS ARE IN. 
TRENCHED B°@HIND MILLIONS OF MONEY AND UN. 
TOLD INFLUENCE. It is @ herculean task to drag them 
out to their just deserts.” 
. This is certainly stronger than: Kelly’s confession that 
“each party man votes for his own fellow and either one 
that gets in serves those who rob the city of franchises.” 
[t is another way of stating more comprehensively his ex- 
planation that this “is tolerated because so many large 
corporations in the city are mixed up in boodling, one 
way or another.” 


After referring to the reports made by its predecessors. 
the grandjury which filed its report May 31, 1902, said: 
“It would seem impossible to paint the picture in darker 
colors, and yet the facts brought out before us have deep 
ened the tones and present an even more infamous black 
ness.” 


This grandjury continued that while there had been 
notorious corruption in other cities, yet at no time in 
history had so much of it been uncovered and revealed in 
evidence as in St. Louis. “THESE REVELATIONS HAVE 
BEEN SO APPALLING AS TO BE ALMOST BEYOND 
RELIEF AND IT WIL]. BE YEARS BEFORE THE rx. 
TENT OF THE DISCOVERIES IS FULLY REALIZED” 
To this the grandjury added that “the bribery-mo~gers 
have millions of money and untold influence. Thev will 
use all the resources at their command to thwart those who 
would drag them to their deserts.” 

The genera! results of the system of bribery in politics 
and as a business method, were summed up by this grand. 
jury in the statement that “the taxpayers of St, Lou's 
have been mercilessly and pitilessly outraged for years.” 

The February grardjury of 1902, of which William B. 
Dean was foreman, declared that directors of large corpora 
tions, profiting by this systematic corruption, “were morally 
convicted and damned by their connection with such de- 
hauchery,” even though the same evidence which showed 
their guilt could not be used to secure their conviction. 
“Same of these are as guilty as those against whom indict 
ments have been returned,” it said. “The only difference 
is that they have been more successful in hiding their 
tracks.” 

The Suburban railroad bribery, the Traction bribery, the 
Lighting bill bribery, the North and South railroad brib- 
ery and the bribery in opposition to it, the various forms 
in which “rake-offs” have been systematically taken for 
years from the city treasury are shown in evidence sup 
porting all that has been confessed publicly by those en 
gaged in bribery as a business or asserted on the evidence 
by grandjuries, But always this evidence, no matter how 
“appalling” the grandjury found it, pointed beyond wha: 
it proved in any given case to hundreds of other case«, 
involving nearly all corporation franchises of value and 
exterding beyond these and similar great interests to the 
smallest details of carrying on legislation. 

Such evidence belongs not only to the courts, but to the 
people at the polls. Who can follow such evidence an! 
conclude that any summing up yet made of such a situa- 
tion has exaggerated the extent of the corruption in poli- 
tics, when bribery bas become # business method and « 
business? ;

Manufacturing Pottery of the Cliff 
Dwellers’ Age and Selling It 
as Genuine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTA FE, N. M., Oct, 15.—Indians have 
learned to make pottery in imitation of 
prehistoric specimens and are selling !t at 
a large profit. 

Idols and household articles supposed to 
have been dug among the homes of cliff- 


dwellers of pre-Columbian days are made 
to order by the carload tn Arizona and New 
Mexico. Vases that connoisseurs prize as 
masterpieces of America’s first potters, 
who lived before a Montezuma sat upun 
the Aztec throne, are fashioned in clay jn 
half a dozen pueblos. Cracked specimens 
of plastic art wscribed to aborigines before 
the dawn of the Christian era are made 
almost daily by Pueblo Indians. Mortirs 
are chiseled and wrought for the white 
man’s collection of antiquities. 

Maricopa and Hualipl Indians on the des- 
ert wastes of Arizona create and sell rag- 
ged remnants of grass woven. sandals. 
bucklers and buckskin moccasins and lest - 
gings as exhumed relics of a race that 
lived in walled towers throughout tpe Salt 
River Valley. Grotesque effigies, in pro- 
portioned jars. crazy implements of the 
chase, strangely painted war clubs and 
urns and children’s toys. in all the erndity 
of the primitive savages are regularly 
manufactured by squaws for curio dealers. 

The prehistoric relic industry has come 
to be a thriving one in almost every In- 
dian community in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico. The Zunis were pioneers in the pre- 
historic-pottery business. The news of 
their profits spread to ‘Acoma, Lagona, Is- 
lata and to the little pueblas along the Rio 
Grande and about Santa Fe. 

As the t{ndustry has grown it has broad- 
ened in scope. The Apaches found their 
ood deman: 
by buyers for curio stores. Forthwith the 
manufacture AL old war clubs began. The 
Hualipis were told of the money there was 
in making these crude aboriginal weapons. 
After a while the Hualipis also had for 
market stiR older carved clubs which were 
said to have been dug among the ruins o 
the Toltec Pompelis of the Arizona deserts. 

indian aestheticism has progressed little 
since recorded history began.-so it Is not 
difficult for a modern to imitate the art of 
ancestors. With a little instruction from 
traders and curio dealers the Indians have 
learned how best to win the eyes of the 
tourist public—and make the most luring 
counterfeits of ancient articles.

The beginning of the man lifting kite idea is as old as 
the notion that a flving machine might be perfected. It 
dates back several hundred vears. 

As early as 1859 a tailless kite of the superimposed 
or hes variety was patented in Great Britain by 
(‘ordner. His idea was that 
by sending up a number of flat, triangular kites on a 
string. ane above the other, sufficient lifting power might 
be concentrated on one jine to bear the weight of a man. 
It was the inventor’s idea that this device could be used 
as a life line in case of shipwreck, the wreck usually taking 
place to the windward of land. The kites flown from 
the ship, then, would sail landward, and in due time one of 
the shipwrecked mariners carried acrosa the 
intervening waves by the kite line, enabling him to slide 
on a line to earth. A regular breeches buey with block 
and pulley could then be installed, with the kite line sup- 
ported by the stiff breeze acting as the sustaining cable. 
The entire crew could then be hauled from ship to land.

It is not known whether this ingenious method was ever 
used in case of actual shipwreck, but it was employed in 
transporting passengers, purporely assembled on a rock 
off the Irish coast. to land.

Remarkable Woman Sent Here to Make 
Notes on Men, Women and Things at 


the World’s Fair 


HE most pungent, epigrammat- 
ic and keenly pointed criti- 
eisms of St. Louis and 
the World’s Fair that have 
appeared since the Fair 
opened have been written by 
a woman. It need not be con- 
ceded that they are always 
justified, nor that correct con- 

elusions are invariably reached by the writer. 
But they are bright, entertaining and thoroughly 
readable, and they have excite.l widespread in- 
terest. 

They reveal the pertinent fact that a shrewd 
observer, a woman trained to catch the salient 
aspect of things, has been stationed in St. Louis 
throughout the World’s Fair period, her task be- 
ing to write her impressions of St. Louis society, 
of World’s Fair con.Jitions and methods, of ail 
that seemed to her worth while in the World’s 
Fair city. 

The character of the publication for which this 
woman writes makes it inevitably likely that the 
tone assumed will be that of the amusingly crit: 
ieal. It is a society journal devoted to light and 
more or less cynical comment, prone to find the 
weak spots in society’s armor and to point them 
out with a laugh, not averse to telling plain 
truths if the truths be entertaining. It seems to 
be along these lines that St. Louis society and the 
World’s Fair have been criticised by this woman. 


A long time ago Bobbie Burns sang: ‘‘A chiel’s 
amang ye takin’ notes, and, faith, he’ll prent 
’em.’’ Well, that’s what happened in St. Louis 
in this instance. A woman has been among us 
taking notes, and, faith, she has printed them— 
whether to our edification, indignation or mere 
good-natured amusement depends largely upon 
the temperament of the individual reader. <t 
may at least be said of the criticisms that at times 
they make confession to St. Louis’ good points as 
well as proclamation of what the writer believes 


to be the distinctive faults of the community. 


The woman who has thus made a World’s Fair 
study and critical analysis of St. Louis is Mrs. 
Teresa Dean, who lives at the Jefferson Hotel. 
bhe is ‘‘The Widow’’ of Town Topics, the New 
York society weekly, and was sent to St. Louis at 
the opening of the World’s Fair, here to remain 
‘and chronicle what she believed to be the truth 
of the St. Louis social and World’s Fair official 
situation. She has done this every week, over her 
well-known signature of ‘‘The Widow,’’ and, it 
may be surmised, has found much relish in the 
doing. 

Mrs. Dean is a woman whose knowledge of the 
world is that of one who has traveled widely ani 
developed to the full her powers of observation. 
She has gained a prominent place in journalism 
and has been sent to all parts of the world as a 
special correspondent in such fields as were most 
fruitful for feminine comment. She went to 
Cuba at the beginning of the American occupation 
of that island. She was later assigned to the Phil- 
ippines and remained for some time in Manila. 
After that she was ordered to China during the 
climax of the Boxer troubles when American 
troops participated with those of the other great 
‘powers in the march to Pekin. She is familiar 
with the life of all the European capitals. It is 
claimed for her that her letters from Cuba and 
the Philippines opened up the truths that later 
led to the resignation of Secretary of War Alger 
from the cabinet of President McKinley. 

In appearance Mrs. Dean is a striking blonde, 
of slender and graceful figure. Her bearing is 
easy, that of the social adept, and she is a bril- 
liant conversationalist. She possesses a wide ac- 
quaintance, its beginning dating from the days 
when she worked on the staff of a Chicago news- 
paper and continuing througb the period of her 
globe-trotting as a special correspondent for 
Town Topics. She knows the majority of nati¢aal 
figur2s in this country and many European lead- 
ers and she has the knack of making men talk 
frankly with her on topies of current interest. 
fhe dresses in particularly good taste and is dis- 
tinctly feminine in her appreciation of the dainti- 
ness of dress. She is an ‘‘army woman," the 
daughter of an officer who wore Uncle Sam's uni 
form. 

“Il try to tell the truth when I write,”’ says 
Mrs. Dean, ‘‘and, whether the truth be pleasing 
or not, it is written with a determination to he 
fair. In whatever I have written about St. Lonis 
and St. Louisans, I am sure there is not one wor) 
written in malice.

The Chicago- houses on the prominent avenues 
are palaces, but St. Louis is a city of homes. 

The “‘World’s Fair Girl’’ never steps aside 
when she meets people, but bumps into them. 

The atmosphere which claims to ‘‘belong’’ 
the West would not get an inning in the East. 

The **‘ World’s Fair Girl’’ is absolutely respect- 
able. She would never even have temptations. 

It seems to be a sort of nip and tuck between 
grafters, growlers and people at this World’s Fair. 


This devotion, desire and struggie for ‘‘ place’ 
at Exposition fynctions is a study that perplexcs. 

The real hero of Fair society is that indefatiga- 
ble, handsome and popular Ricardo Diaz Alber- 
tin, 

The ead of the East could pass muster in the 
West if traditions, family and money came to 
the rescue. 


The St.: Louis ‘‘knoekers,’’ whether conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, knock individually, collect- 
ively and officially. 

A close observer can but decide that St. Louis- 
ans themselves do more to hurt the Fair than anv 
others can possibly do.

St. Louis is such a peaceful, home town, I won- 
der sometimes if the municipal power will be equal 
to the controlling of crowds. 

There are heartburnings in St. Louis if names 
are omitted from the list af 5000; there are heart- 
aches because of fancied slights.: 

The ‘“‘World’s Fair Girl’’ is either stringy 
straight up and down—or flat-baeked, round- 
shouldered and bunched abdomen. 

When St. Louisans onee accept you, their man- 
ner is most unassuming and devoxl of the eoid 
reserve so natural to the easterner. 

If one should listen and should believe the St. 
Louisan, it would be diffieu!t to get a corporal’s 
guard worthy of social acquaintance. 

The West is active and broad in taking up mo |- 
ern invention, but the people do not get out of 
the rut of old and narrow prejudices. 

The sovial chart of St. Louis is worse in eon- 
glomeration and confusion than the varied colors 
of vegetation on a Swiss mountain side. 

Hotel prices are about as usual—only you mist 
pay about as much for one as two. That fact is not 
confined to World’s Fair times in fine hotels, 

There seems to be (in St. Louis) no reeognized 
one circle of society through which to gauge ana 
build up a visiting, ealling and invitation list. 

They are trying elothes on the Igorrotes and 
Negritos. I would not be surprised if America 
taught them all kinds of blushes and evil thonght. 

There has been so much indienity put nven the 
military side of life at the Fair that any officer 
who has served any length of time welcomes r-- 
lief, 

Neither the young ‘‘ World's Fair Girl’’ nor the 
old will have anything to do with statuary, with 
roggles or without goggles. That 1s a little toe 
much, 

The St. Lounisan is going to get what he can. 
He seems to think the World’s Fair was created 
for him to get rich and he must not miss his op- 
portunity. 

The palace home and the poor man ’s home in 
St. Louis are surrounded bv ereen. velvety swarils 
and life is lived for comfort more than in any 
large city we have. 

The man or the woman who is in‘ependent of 
‘what vou must do.’’ and ‘twhat vow must not 
do”’ in St. Lovis runs the gauntlet of criticism 
and social ostracism. 

The qualities which men 4nd women recognize 
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as the ‘‘inbred’’—the little something that cannot 
be put into words—is not the criterion § that 
gauges in the West. 


It was with a shudder that some of the old St. 
Louis families realized the fact that a World’s 
Fair had been put upon them, and ancestral bones 
fairly rattled in graves. 


My chambermaid has invited me to the Fra- 
ternitty building, World’s Fair grounds, on 
Wednesday or Thursday of this week. On these 
two days she is to be hostess. 


St. Louisans even take Cheyenne Joe’s ser'i- 
ously. Yet none but those of the highest intelli- 
gence can appreciate the sense of humor thrown 
into this imitation Wild West. 


All luek to  Lieutenant-Colonel Samuel W. 
Fountain, who is to sueceed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Henry P. Kingsbury in command of the Jefferson 
Guards. It is a hard position. 


The country is waking up and the tide of travel 
has turned this way. If the thing keeps on at this 
rate St. Louis will think she has bronght down an 
avalanche of humanity on her head. 


I suppose there are wires to pull that do not 
show on the surface, and a chance is here that 
reaches out beyond these few Exposition months. 
Whatever it is, the social life is started. 

The disposition to ‘‘knock’’ and the petty jeai- 
ousies that are so very noticeable here in St. 
Louis reach out into every avenue—into our army 
and even into the Philippine Exposition. 

Not that the St. Louisans are Latin in their sv 
cial ideas, but that they are timid about not do- 
ing differently from our forefathers. Those who 
are not timid are apt to be ‘‘impossible.’’ 


It is a toss-up whether St. Louis holds Senvr 
Albertini within its lines or whether Senor Al- 
bertini drives four abreast, tandem, single 
double or any way he wants with St. Louis. 

[ hark back again to my constant ery of the 
lack of finesse in the methods of the West. Sonie 
of these people do not realize or appreciate cor 
recognize the honor that goes to make the man. 


The World’s Fair will be a great educator to 
the easterner if he will but forget his prejudices, 
his ‘‘little old New York,’’ and come on prepared 
to be enlightened about the rest of the country. 

When Princess Alice—of Roosevelt—was here 
the broad laugh of the delightful affairs given fur 
her was brought about by the prominent positions 
hostesses invariably assumed in the eamera fiends’ 
efforts. 

Even the eastern woman (in St. Louis) would 
be told kindly that it is better ‘‘when with the 
Romans to do as the Romans do,’’ that luncheons 
and dinners should be given at home or in one’s 
hotel. 


This St. Louis habit of criticism—which seeras 
to be divided between either getting knocked or 
knocking somebody —strikes the visitor instantiy 
he becomes sufficiently acquainted to be in 
touch. 

As for their bitter complaints that outside 
newspapers will not take interest, will not ap- 
preciate and publish this great Exposition, I have 
thought sometimes that they should be grateful 
for the things the correspondents are leaving un- 
written 

The ladies of the different states, the Board of 
Lady Managers and the officials are determined 
that from now on there shall be no more bicker- 
ings, and there shall be a blaze of glory encircling 
each head 

For a St. Louis woman to give a luncheon or 
tea a la Delmonico, Sherry, Waldorf or Martin 
would be running up against criticiam and 


trifling recklessly with the reputation of herself 
and guests. 

The St. Louisan adds insult to injury by takinz 
it for granted you are the typical ‘‘sucker,’’ but 
if you keep awake and make him understand that 
you know two and two make four you will eet 
along very well. 

Over inthe Art Galleries the ‘‘World’s Fair 
Girl’’ puts on blue goggles. Goodness knows 
why! Perhaps she thinks she is establishing her 
purity—proving that she is seeing nothing she 
ought not to see. 

In listening sometimés to the criticisms of some 
of the St. Louisans I am reminded of our first 
days in Cuba—before the Cuban women had 
learned of the delightful freedom there is in the 
American social life. 

What New Yorker—the kind that crams the 
eity down your throat—ean imagine the uniform 
grandeur and magnificence of the downtown busi- 
ness blocks of Chieago or the exquisitely beautiful 
houses of St. Louis? 

There are, at every function, day and night, 
people you never heard of before, will never see 
again, and are as much part of the great, stru¢- 
gling American mass as you meet on the Pike 
in its widest abandon. 

St. Louisans walk or ride the Pike in rolling 
chairs, with dignified, tolerant expressions, an+l 
are shocked at the easterner who should be dig- 
nified and who should remember that he is 
‘‘grown up,” but doesn't. 

If you do not breathe, think, act in the ol, 
traditional manner of St. Louis—if von are differ- 
ent—if vou believe in living and letting live-- 
and it happens to be unheard of in St. Louis, then 
it is wrong, quite wrong. 

Between you and me, that ‘‘ World’s Fair Girl”’ 
as a type—so far—is the most bedraggled, un- 
kempt, ungroomed specimen of femininity that I 
have ever come across in any locality or country 
-either Oceidental or Oriental. 

Men and women are discussed so freely from 
fact and from suspicion, in elubs, in drawing 
rooms and everywhere, that here in St. Louis even 
walking the ‘‘chalked line’’ does not always save 
the reyyutation of ‘‘Caesar’s wife.’’ 

A rather unheard-of thing, if Hot actually im- 
proper—at least, so unheard of that the propriety 
is questioned—is for a party of St. Louis men 
and women to dine downtown in a eafe and 
drink wines with the different courses. 

When night comes and the ‘‘ World's Fair 
Girl’ gets on to the Pike she takes her hat off 
and hangs it on her belt—either by pinning or 
tving the ribbons through. She goes in groups on 
the Pike and the grovp all tie hats to belts. 

They (the ‘‘World’s Fair Girl’? and ‘‘her fel- 
low’’) usurp the rights digether people, they take 
all sorts of liberties, and tm © make a war dance 
of themselves in action tha throws into desp 
shade anything the Sioux [Indians ever thought o?. 

Sometimes when the ‘‘World’s Fair Girl’’ is a 
little older she dares go through the art sections 
without blue goggles, but ejaculates: ‘‘ Well, I’m 
glad that’s over, but it would never do to come 
to the Fair and say that we hadn't seen the pie- 
tures. 


If Mr. Albertini should arrange his list for 
World's Fair functions with the he!p of one ‘‘rep- 
resentative set,’’ the help of another ‘‘representa- 
tive set’’ would cull his list down to another 
starting point and make him tear his hair in 
frenzy.

When the ‘‘World’s Fair Girl’ does wake up 
into the enjoyment of the society of her ‘‘youns 
man’ and into the fun of the Pike, she and he ‘nu 
their hilarity eould learn civilization of manner 
from the wildest savages at the Fair. Nothing is 
sacred to them. 

To commanl these Jefferson Guards is diffien't 
in itself, and to work with the peeuliay propen *- 
ties of World’s Fair managers makes Sherman 8 
definition of war seam mild in compurison; real 
war can be ‘“‘hell,’’ but a soldier’s manhood is 
never belittled or questioned. 

The mistake is, the pity is, that our army of- 
ficeers should be detailed for Fair duty. It soun:'s 
all roses. It is all thorns, It is a miserable eonc.i- 
tion for any self-respecting army officer; they are 
treate-] and looked upon as underlings im menial 
positions—servants or police. 

If in front of her she saw a dainty woman open 
her bag and take from it a ‘‘ vanity box,’’ holdin r 
mirror and powder-puffs, and arrange locks anci 
freshen complexion, the ‘‘World’s Fair Girl’ 
would nudge her companion and decide they were 
witnessing a branch of immorality.

Falls of Iguazu as over the Zambesi Falls, which 
have often been claimed as surpassing Niagara in 
size, though not equaling it in beauty. The Falls 
of the Zambesi are 100 feet higher than the Izu: 
azu cataract, but the gigantic size and enormous 
volume of the latter so far surpass those of Zani- 
besi that the two are not in the same class. 

It is claimed—and apparently with truth—that 
both Niagara and Victoria Falls are far excelled 
in grandeur, beauty and sublimity by the Falls 
of Iguazu. The photographs of the latter, repro- 
duced in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine to- 
day, seem to bear out this contention. 

The announcement to the world of this extra- 
ordinary discovery is beyond all doubt the most 
remarkable development of the World’s Fair. If 
it had no other claim to remembrance in history, 
the fact that mankind was first notified of the 
discovery of the Falls of Iguazn through the 
World’s Fair would entitle the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition to a permanent place in geographical 
annals.

The Iguazu river rises within thirty miles of the Atlantie 
coast and make a course due west through a hilly and 
broken country that subjects its channel to many sudden 
twists. Twelve miles above its junction with the Parana 
river it turns at right angles. It is to the accident of their 
occurring on this bend that the Falls of Iguazu owe their 
great extent and varied character. The official report re- 
cently received by Senor Anasgasti says: 

“Racing around the inner or Brazilian bank the main 
volume of water discharges itself into a long, narrow 
gorge, at whose farthest center the waters make a clear 
leap of 210 feet. This gorge faces and is a prolongation of 
the waterworn passage through which the river makes its 
final exit from the scene of the falls. 

“This first pit, to which we will give the name of the 
irazilian Falls. does not, however, intercept all the vol- 
ume of the river, and the surplus currents run out past it 
into a wide elbow formed by the bend. After circling along 
the Misiones shore the waters, pouring past numerous small 
islets, halt once more on the edge of the cliff, to descend 
finally, in two leaps of nearly 100 feet apiece, in the semi- 
circle known as the Argentine Falls. A double fall is in- 
deed throughout the most striking characteristic of the 
Iyuazu, the recky platforms which compel the second leap 
heing sometimes 50 yards, sometimes but a few feet in 
width. 

“The distance from where the waters enter the Brazilian 
pit to their last cascade on the Argentine side is 6000 feet, 
but if the falls are measured at the upper edge of the 
cliff through all their broken contour, including the inter- 
secting islets, their length comes close on 13,1988 feet. In 
the rainy season the river rises very suddenly, as is the 
habit of all streams subjected to tropie rains, and as on 
these occasions most of the islands disappear under the 
swollen flood, the falls take on a fresh and more imposing

THE SHERLOCK HOLMES 


Cavaliere Luigi Frosali, Most Celebrated 
of Continental Detectives, Is a Nemesis 
of Italian Thieves and Murderers. 


Hk} crime of murder is still. unfortunately, more 
T common in Italy than in any other country in 
Europe. It is, however, due to the amazing leni- 
sentences which Italian judges impose, for 
there is no capital punishment, and only tn the very 
rarest cases is a murderer given the extreme sentence 
of solitary confinement—which is synonymous’ with 
death in three to six years. 

The adoption of capital punishment would at 
reduce the crime of assassination by one-half, for the 
uneducated Italian is superstitious, and, even when bent 
upon a thieving excursion, will halt at a wayside shrine 
and implore the Madonna for success. 

The department of public security, as the police in 
Italy are called, is doing its utmost to prevent the use 
of the knife and to arrest the culprits, but under the 
present conditions it becomes eaeh year more and more 
dificult-—first, because of the disinclination of the 
judges to impose adequate sentences, and secondly. ow- 
ing to the interminable length of murder trials. Hence 
the pollee, especially in the remoter districts of ta'y, 
are becoming disheartened, and consequently inactive. 

Since the assassination of the late King Humbert, 
however, a large number of reforms have been intro- 
duced into the police service, with the result that emong 
the personnel is a large number of very clever and 
highly intelligent oficials, and the whole system ts being 
remodeled upon French and English lines.

TRAINED DOGS FOR 
RUSSIAN WAR SERVICE 


HE Russian government is in communication with Maj. 

:% Hautonville Richardson, a retired officer of the Brit- 

ish army, on the subject of his supplying a canine 
ambulance corps for the far East. 

Maj. Richardson considers that the best dogs for ordinary 
work in the field are black or sable collies. Intelligence, not 
breed, however, is the chief consideration. The Russians 
have adopted the Caucasian dog; France favors the “‘smug- 
dogs,’ well known on her frontier; Austria employs 
Dalmatians: Turkey finds Asiatic sheep dogs most suitable, 
ind Germany generally selects collies. 

The trained doe can be employed in a number of ways. 
He jaay act as a scout, as an outpost to the outposts; In an 
actual engagement his services are readily available for the 
transport of reserve ammunition to the firing line; in a siege 
rr investment he may be used as a sentry, and in this ca- 
would prove invaluable in guarding against surprise. 

But it is In ambulance work that the dog may provide the 
greatest service to man, and it is to this special and im- 
portant phase that Maj. Richardson has devoted many years, 
training his dogs to perform their life-saving work with al- 
most human skill and Intelligence. 

The beginning of training for field service is to take the

toward the dog and master. The dog scents the 
approach and gives warning by growling, barking being 
always checked by the trainer, since in war times it would 
betray the dog’s presence to the enemy. 

In ambulance work, the dog, finding a wounded man, lies 
lown beside him, and the man, if not too seriously injured, 
helps himself to the brandy carried by the dog in a flask 
rpon its hack. 

The dog also carries bandages, a waterproof sheet, a pen- 
i} and a piece of paper. The wounded man scribbles a hasty 
note to inform his comrades in what part of the field to 
‘ind him; then, intimating to the dog by a wave of the hand 
that it is to return, the dog dashes off again to the ambu- 
lance headquarters. 

Help is dispatched at once, the ambulance party being led 
to the spot by the dog itself. The wounded man has in the 
meantime been enabled roughly to bandage his wounds, and 
perhaps. by stopping a dangerous fiow of blood, to save hi: 
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stringing the bow as between Brigue and Iselle. The 
mammoth bore is 12 miles 458 yards in length, and for 
seven miles is in Italian territory.

sistent problems facing parents. The problem is 
difficult because the habits come _ so 
that we find them established before we have 
really noticed them. 

One day we sec that of the children is alwovs m-k- 
ing hideous grimaces or that another is forever putting 
his finger in his mouth; a third ec! pulls his lips 1.t9 
queer shapes, while another will su @ everything he can, 
guch as the end of a handkerchief, sheet on his cot 
or the sleeve of his pinafore. 

They are very little things in themselves, but they must 
be checked or other and less harmless tricks will follow on. 

A New York boy of 11 ate the corner off every handker 
chief he possessed, which is a decidedly extravag nt trick. 
He was really anxious to break himself of it, and so the 
battle .was half gained, and by means of dipping the 
corners into bitter aloes he was completely cured. 

The difficulty of the subject is how to find out 
caused a trick and how one can best get rid of it.

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Drills Holes in Glass. 


N ingenious way of drilling holes in 
A giass is shown in a World's Fair ex- 
hibit.

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Battery in Hat, 


PHYSICIAN in Geneva, O., has in- 
A vented a device by which an electric 

buttery for galvanic treatment of pa- 
tients may be carried in the hat and @ 
World's Fair exhibit contains a working 
model of the invention. 

The battery cells are each made up of a 
strip of felt or flannel folded over on it- 
self and enveloping a copper plate which 
forms the negative element of the battery; 


the positive element consists of a U-shaped 
sinc band which is alipped over the felt 
strip. In use the felt etrips are saturated 
with a corrosive solution such, for instance, 
as salt water or water containing a small 
proportion of sulphurte acid. The current 
set up by the chemical action of the cor- 
rosive solution on the metal plates may 
then be conducted by means of the elec- 
trodes through the diseased organ of part.
